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A STRANGE POLITICAL TREND 

Since the turn of the century the political 
outlook in the United States, particularly in the 
densely populated states, has never been so con- 
fusing. Heretofore there were two major par- 
ties and an indeterminate number of minority 
groups representing various schools of volitical 
thought. As a rule the minor party voter, feel- 
ing he was beaten in advance, cast his vote for 
principles in which he believed so strongly—no 
matter how radical—he was willing to sacrifice 
his vote to a known lost cause. There was, of

Jeaders shunned most of these groups as if they 
were afflicted with a contagious disease. 

But these minorities are no longer shunned, 
are no longer concerned with, no. longer ex- 
pected to vote futilely for principles... They 
have become well organized, compact groups 
whose shrewd leaders openly bargain for “their

gram. In return these same leaders promise, 
unequivocally, to deliver the vote. 

This open bargaining for support at the 
ballot box has brought about many strange 
combinations among the nation’s political bed- 
fellows. Conservatives lie in sweet, albeit res- 
tive, contentment with pale-pink laborites, 
while so-called reactionaries recline, nervously 
to be sufe, side-by-side with outright left wing- 
ers. The result is so confusing, however, that 
many of the nation’s thoughtful people, sincere 


in their determination to vote according to © 


their convictions, find themselves casting their 
ballots for candidates who represent some prin- 
ciples to which they are unalterably opposed. 

The feverish haste with which money is be- 
ing poured into “doubtful” sections; the clamor 
for more and more federal funds, too obviously 
timed to be construed as for other than polit- 
ical influence; the wasteful manner in which 
much of the money is being spent under the 
cry of an emergency which long since should 
have been removed, is having a sobering, as 
well as a confusing, effect on the people of the 
nation as a whole, regardless of political af- 
filiations. The very thought that the electorate 
might be influenced by generous helpings of 
“pork” is abhorrent. 


Those unfortunate Americans, who, through | 


no fault of their own and out of necessity, find 
themselves on federal relief rolls particularly 
should resent, with all the power at their com- 
mand, the slightest suggestion that their votes 
can be “delivered.” Funds for their relief, until 
they can get back into private employment, are 
cheerfully furnished by the more fortunate 
people of the nation—not by the politicians. 
No political strings are tied to this relief. It 
is available to any man, woman or child in 
need in the United States, no matter what their 
political thoughts happen to be. No inter- 
ference with the right to vote according to 
convictions, no coercion, should be tolerated. 

It should be remembered, to use the words 
of Herbert Spencer, great English philosopher, 
that “a man’s liberties are none the less agress- 
ed upon because those who coerce him do so 
in the belief that he will be benefited. In thus 
imposing, by force, their wills upon his will, 
they are breaking the law of equal freedom in 
his person, and what the motive may be mat- 
ters not.” 


“DEMOCRACITY” 

Six minutes of tomorrow are promised on- 
lookers at the World’s Fair in New York by 
Henry Dreyfuss, designer of the Perisphere, in 
which his “Democracity” will be exhibited. To 
the present, the future is always fantastic. Yes- 
terday’s thoughts on the submarine, the air- 
plane, the telephone, are commonplaces of to- 
day. Thus Dreyfuss’ “Democracity” will prob- 
ably strike many moderns as being ultramod- 
ern to a fantastic degree. 

But Dreyfuss has his arguments. He says 
his exhibit is no inventor’s wild dream, but a 
“place to work and live, in which are used only 
materials and devices at hand today.” He 
states further that all these materials and de- 
vices incorporated in his “Democracity” may 
be had, and paid for, by present-day builders 
of cities—if they want it. 

His city has tall buildings, but is built along

States and Great Britain for a joint control 
over Canton and Enderby islands in the south 
Pacific, without settlement of title to the tiny 
dots of coral reef, and the French occupation 
of the Paracels islands in the South China sea 
off the coast of French Indo-China; re-empha- 
size the commercial and military value to avia- 
tion of these islands and the determination of 
the western powers to retain possession and 
rights in the Far East. 

Canton and Enderby islands are important 
on the new air routes to New Zealand from 
Hawaii. The decision of the Anglo-Saxon coun- 
tries to develop aviation facilities there through 
the administiation of a joint commission is In- 
dicative of a growing sentiment between the 
nations for co-operative action in spheres in 
which their interests merge. 

The seizure -of the Paracels was solely a 
French action, but the studied disregard which 
met vigorous protests from Japanese would in- 
dicate that the action was taken with full 
knowledge of the British government. The 
islands are strategically valuable both to the 
French and to the British. For the French, 
their proximity to the Tokinese coast. of French 
Indo-China constitutes a serious danger, redou- 
bled by the Japanese occupation of Pratas 
island, south of Hongkong, and the Nipponese 
threat to Hainan island. The Paracels, which 
include several islands large enough for the con- 
struction of landing fields, now constitute an 
outer line of defense for the mainland posses- 
sion. For the British, the islands lie across the 
main trade routes from Singapore to Hongkong, 
and as such are of inestimable value to the 
English in the hands of a friendly nation, 

The Japanese resentment is easily under- 
stood. The islands constitute a new barrier to 
Japan’s hopes and dreams of empire expansion 
to the south of China. They have claimed title 
because they have “worked” rock phosphate de- 
posits there for many years. But the French 
have disregarded the protests of the Nipponese 
and declared simply that the “incident is con- 
sidered closed.” Nothing short of military ac- 
tion can now change the status, a move hardly 
to be expected from Japan under present cir- 
cumstances. 

These tiny, barren islands, and others of 
their type, may some day in the future hold 
the key to the destiny of western interests in 
the Far East. 


PROBLEMS IN CHILE 

Again it has been necessary for the presi- 
dent of a South American republic to wam 
subversive elements that the maintenance of 
democracy is not an academic question and will 
be enforced against those desiring to change a 
regime through violence. 

Last Wednesday, President Arturo Alessan- 
dri of Chile issued a manifesto to the country 
charging that systematic attacks against the 
government were being fostered and pledging 
that these activities would meet with stern 
measures. 

Chile has made great strides forward under 
the liberal regime of President Alessandri, him- 
self a man of the people. A country governed 
in the past largely by the great landowners and 
business interests, Chile has been faced with a 
problem more serious than that in most other 
countries of South America. Income dropped 
sharply with the loss of great phosphate mar- 
kets, requiring the rebuilding of the entire 
economy of the state in an effort to provide 
minimum living standards for the people. Other 
industries had to be developed and the masses 
of the people educated for new duties. The 
country has been a fertile ground for the in- 
troduction of ideals other than those of democ- 
racy. That they have not risen to ascendency 
is in itself a mark of the stature of this man 
who again warns the people of his country 
against a loss of freedom. 

Alessandri has come far in his fight to re- 
build Chile. It has been almost a single-handed 
fight. But his problems remind again that the 
nations of this hemisphere require the co-oper- 
ation and intelligent assistance of all other na- 
tions, not only in the preservation of demo- 
cratic institutions, but in the development of 
trade facilities and in the development of 
higher standards of living for their citizens.

BIRTHS 
(From The Asheville Citizen) 

Should the victim of a criminal assault be 
forced to become a mother against her own 
wishes? Or should medicine be permitted by law 
to do the rational and the merciful thing for both 
the mother and the unborn child? 

A test case involving these issues has just been 
tried in an English court and the physician who 
performed the operation has been acquitted by 
the jury. The verdict has been acclaimed by 
the British medical profession as a victory for 
elemental decency. 

With this decision few people can quarrel. 
Life—unborn life—is sacred and society should 
never permit anyone to trifle with it lightly but 
there are circumstances when a truly civilized 
conscience dictates that birth should be prevented. 
The right of a child not to be born is sometimes 
more imperious than the right to be born. The 
English incident was palpably such a case.

That bill was 
craftily and shrewdly drawn so 
as to exclude those particular 
crimes which occur in other parts 
of the country but which do not 
often occur here, and so as to 
include only those offenses for 
which justice is sometimes meted 
out before the court is convened 
to investigate the cause down 
here in the south. Moreover, the 
crime of lynching is on a steady 
decline, and in 1937 only eight 
lynchings as defined by that bill, 
were authoritatively reported at 
least, and are too be found in the 
record of crime in the United 
States. It is the only major crime 
—lynching; it is the only major 


crime which is on the steady de-|- 


crease, while all other crimes in 
this country are on a rapid and 
steady increase. 

We know down here in the 
south that that measure was not 
intended to help us. We know 
that we have fought with this 
problem. We know that we love 
the negro. We know that our col- 
ored friends have no better 
friends on earth than. their 
friends here in the south; and all 
the intelligent representatives of 
the negro race know full well 
that they can trust their south- 
ern friends. 

I did not vote for this bill when 
Oliver demanded it of me. And 
when Walter White sat in the sen- 
ate gallery for nearly six long 
wecks directing the parliamen- 
tary maneuvers on the floor of 
the senate of the United States. 
I know you do not want me to 
follow Walter White’s leadership, 
nor Oliver’s leadership, nor any- 
body else’s leadership on that 
measure. 


HAD FOUGHT. 
| FOR COURT REFORM 


I fought for judicial reform 
before the Democrats took office 
in 1932; many years before that, 
I had voted to curb the powers 
of our federal court in labor dis- 
putes. Sometime before that, I 
had paired, though actually de- 
tained from the senate by illness, 
against the confirmation of Judge 
Parker, of North Carolina, be- 
cause he had stood approvingly 
for the yellow dog contract which 
forbids a laboring man to strike 
in the face of a written contract 
executed for him by his repre- 
sentative. 

I have stood for a liberaliza- 
tion of our judicial system: I 
have lived to see a liberalization 
of the supreme court of the 
United States. At times, the court 
has been conservative; at times 


it may have been reactionary; at 
times it may have been liberal 
or extremely liberal; but this is 
to be expected in any body of 
nine mén in a great democracy 
which is responsive to public 
opinion and which registers that 
opinion from year to year and 
decade to decade and century to 
century in the way that our fore- 
bears, in setting up the separate 
branches of the government, in- 


tended that this court should 


register opinion arid public sen- 
timent. . . 

Those of us who fought against 
that court bill were not fight- 
ing because we were hostile to 
the reform. .Those of us who 
fought against court reform, or 
the judicial reform bill, as it is 
called, were not fighting against 
it because we feared anybody or 
because we wished to court favor 
with anybody. We did not take 
the easy way; we knew we would 
pass through the fire. We under- 
stood that, but every mother’s 
son of us who took his political 
life in his hands said, deep down 
in his soul, that he would go 
through that fire because the 
light of it, the flame of it, would 
light our way to honor through 
all coming. generations of 
America. 

So, you. have a liberalized 
supreme court, but you also 
have, preserved in its integrity, 
one of the three great branches 
of our federal government upon 
which individual rights and se- 
curity of minorities alone must 
depend. You have preserved 
that great court that reaches 
into the court martial assem- 
bled to try and to condemn and 
to execute one Milligan, and 
rescued him from federal au- 
thority. You have retained the 
integrity of that great court 
which gave back to the family 
of Robert E. Lee, Lee’s home- 
stead across the Potomac at 
Washington, against the gov- 
ernment of the United States 
itself, after the War Between 
the States. 

I did not vote for the reorgan- 
ization bill for mainly one rea- 
son: I did not want to abolish the 
Civil Service Commission, a bi- 
partisan commission; as imperfect 
as it may be, a commission, nev- 
ertheless, on which both political 
parties are represented; and place 
over 700,000 federal employs now 
under civil service, place over 
them one man appointed by the 
President of the United States, 
whether that President be Demo- 
crat or whether he be Republican. 
You cannot escape political con- 
trol of federal employes under 
civil service when but one com- 


missioner representing the Presi- 


dent, has the say-so, the power to 
demote or the power to promote 
the men and women in that serv- 
ice. So I did not vote for it. But 
I did say to the leaders of the 
party in charge of the bill that 
“if you will accept one amend- 
ment and restore the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission, and another one 
to prevent the dismemberment 
and disorganization of the veter- 
ans’ administration, that I will be 
glad to give it my support.” 


REORGANIZATION 
BILL DISCUSSED 


I apologize for mentioning it, 
but in this campaign it has been 
said that I was willing to give to 
a Republican President the power 
to reorganize the government, but 
withheld it from a Democratic 
President. What are the facts? 
Late in the administration of 
President Hoover, we passed a 
reorganization bill. Late in his 
administration, we gave to him 
very broad powers, it is true, but 
nothing like the powers contain- 
ed in the bill which was voted 


upon by the congress in 1938. But 


” 
; 


at the very end of Mr. Hoover’s 
administration, or in the begin- 
ning of the present administra- 
tion, we extended the life of that 
reorganization bill, and for nearly 
18 months the Democratic Presi- 
dent had the power that was giv- 
en to the Republican President to 
reorganize the government. 
More than that, the reorgani- 
zation bill which came before 
originally called for the addition 
of two cabinet members and fi- 
nally for one cabinet member, 
meaning increase in the cost of 


government of millions of dollars 


a year, when there is no earthly 
need for an‘increase in cost of 
government at this time. It also 
called for six additional secreta- 
ries or undersecretaries to the 
President who would act as liai- 
son officers between the cabinet 
and the executive; and there was 
tremendous outlay of money 
when their offices had been fully 
organized and named. 

I did not vote for one or two 
other measures. I believed them 
to be unconstitutional or else in- 
tended to reflect upon the people 
of my state. I want to make it 
perfectly plain that, if I go back 
to the senate, I will not vote to 
pack the supreme court; | will 
not vote to control the vast army 
of federal employes by any ad- 
ministration, Democratic or Re- 
publican. I want to make it per- 
fectly plain that I will not vote 
for the anti-lynching bill nor for 
any other bill that I know is un- 
constitutional upon any fair test. 

I am a Liberal, but I am 
Liberal within the limitations 
of the American constitution. 
I follow no man beyond the 
limits or limitations of that 
constitution, which you require 
me, on Oath, to say I will sup- 
port as your senator. I believe 
in a liberal interpretation of 
the constitution to meet the 
ever-changing needs of a grow- 
ing people, but I do not believe 
in overriding its clear, explicit, 
well-understood, clearly de- 
fined terms and limitations. 

I am a liberal, but I do not 
belong to that school of liberal- 
ism which stands ready to dis- 


regard every sound principle of. 


government merely because it is 
believed that that principle of 
government is becoming unpopu- 
lar. 


“TO FOLLOW : 
LIBERAL COURSE” 


I am a liberal Democrat. I have 
stood for aims and purposes, the 
high aims and purposes of this 
period. I will stand for them, and 
nothing can prevent me from 
following a liberal course as I 
understand it; and I must live up 
to the very best light I have. But 
I want it understood that, if the 
Democratic party is to be all 
things to all men, follow every 


-ism under the sun, it will not 


long command the respect of the 
American people. 

I am a liberal Democrat; but 
democracy is not a one-man 
party; and I will go down 
fighting, and die in the last 
ditch to prevent it from becom- 
ing a one-man party. I love my 


challenge of all those who 
bring to our shores foreign and 
alien methods. I stand with 
the great, strong, stalwart 
workers of America who, un- 
der Samuel Gompers and Wil- 
liam Green, believe in Ameri- 
can methods, American ways, 
to obtain the rights of Ameri- 
can workers, of American men. 


CITES EFFORT T) AID 
TOBACCO GROWERS 


Let me stop, just in passing, 
to say that, Wednesday last over 
the radio, I had this to say, and 
I want to say it again because I 
am now in the heart of the tobac- 
co belt. I said, “I invite the 
President of the United States, 
who is today a guest within our 
gates, to turn his attention to the 
condition of our tobacco farm- 
ers. Many days ago I made an 
earnest appeal to the secretary 
of agriculture, and later I renew- 
ed my appeal to the secretary of 
agriculture and presented my ap- 
peal to the President oi the Unit- 
ed States, to come to ist- 
ance of those hard-w¢grking and 
hard-pressed tobacco! producers 
in some 20 to 30 counties in south 
Georgia and in squtheastern 
Georgia who planted \the allot- 
ted. acreage, who bought their 
fertilizers and who lgid out an 
honest year’s work of hard labor, 
and, under the smile of Provi- 
dence, had produced bountifully a 
fine crop of tobacco of high qual- 
ity; and I again call attention”— 
said I over the radio last Wed- 
nesday—‘“I again call attention to 
the fact that, under the amend- 
ment which I offered to the last 
bill which amended the farm act 
of 1938, the poundage allotment 
was lifted on every producer who 
had faithfully complied with his 
acreage allotment in the planting 
and cultivation of tobacco. I call 
attention to the fact that this 
amendment proposed, in simple 
terms, in direct language, that 
every farmer who had complied 
with the program should sell all 
of the tobacco produced in 1938 
without regard to the quantity 
produced upon this allotted acre- 
age.” 

I fought for that in 1938. Some 
of them did not like it, and al- 
though that amendment passed the 
senate by unanimous vote, they 
took it out in conference; took it 
out too late for me to do any- 
thing about it before adjourn- 
ment. But I pledge you now 
that, if we are to have control 
of our crops by the feedral gov- 
ernment, they must give us the 
yardstick by which we can meas- 
ure our allotments of cotton and 
tobacco, we must be permitted to 
sell every pound of cotton, and 
every ounce of tobacco, that we 
produce upon the allotted acre- 
age. And I pledge you now that, 
if they do not correct the in- 
equalities and the injustices vis- 
ited upon our tobacco farmers, 
that I will introduce a bill at the 
first day of the next: session of 
the congress to refund every 
penny of it paid by our farmers. 


STANDS READY 


TO CARRY OUT PLEDGE

reasonable and fair adjustments, 
or readjustments, will be made;
